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Election/Restrictions 

Applicant has traversed the restriction dated 9/5/2007. The examiner agrees 
with the traversal, however based on the traversing arguments, the examiner has 
issued a proper restriction. 

Claims 1 and 10 (where claim 1 is generic) are drawn to a surveillance system 
defined in Figure 3. Further note that claims 19 and 28 are also drawn to this group. 

Claims 1-9 and 11-18 are drawn to a video production system with editing 
capability as defined in Figure 4. Further note that claims 19-27 and 29-36 are also 
drawn to this group.

Applicant does not understand how claims 1 and 19 can be generic and read on 
both groups. Claims 1 and 19 are generic for defining a generic system streaming 
video between a server and a client. The generic recitations in the claims can be 
interpreted as a number of different network communication systems for transmission of 
video between a server and client. Wireless, cable and satellite distribution systems in 
addition to surveillance (with a camera), video conference and editing production 
systems can all be classified under generic claims 1 and 19. The two groups described 
above further define the generic claims towards two different systems, classified in two 
different classification areas defined by the USPTO (see below). Therefore, the 
examiner would be required to perform an extensive search of two different systems in 
different areas of classification. 
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This application contains claims directed to the following patentably distinct 
species: 

Group I (Claims 1-9, 11-18, 19-27 and 29-36) corresponding to Figure 4, 
classified in class 386, subclass 55. 

Group II (Claims 1, 10, 19 and 28) corresponding to Figure 3, classified in class 
348, subclass 143. 

The species are independent or distinct because: 

Group I corresponds to video stream edited by an editing system using an edit 
decision list (EDL). 

Group II corresponds to surveillance system. 

Applicant is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 to elect a single disclosed species for 
prosecution on the merits to which the claims shall be restricted if no generic claim is 
finally held to be allowable. Currently, claims 1 and 19 are generic. 

Applicant is advised that a reply to this requirement must include an identification 
of the species that is elected consonant with this requirement, and a listing of all claims 
readable thereon, including any claims subsequently added. An argument that a claim 
is allowable or that all claims are generic is considered nonresponsive unless 
accompanied by an election. 

Upon the allowance of a generic claim, applicant will be entitled to consideration 
of claims to additional species which depend from or otherwise require all the limitations 
of an allowable generic claim as provided by 37 CFR 1.141. If claims are added after 
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the election, applicant must indicate which are readable upon the elected species. 
MPEP § 809.02(a).
